Center Denounced in Leaflets 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — 


A bomb-blast early today heavi- 
ly damaged the library of Har- 
vard, University's Center for In- 
ternational Affairs, a govern 
ment-subsidized research insti- 
tute that was assailed in leaflets 
distributed tp students the night 
before. 


No one was. injured in the ex- 


plosion, which was preceded .by 
a telephoned threat it would go 
off. It blew out windows, shred- 
ded concrete and bent steel ceil- 
ing rods on the third floor of the 
building, which was broken into 
and defaced by members of an 
antiwar group last fall. 


Police said leaflets denounc- 


ing the center as a tool of U.S. 
government foreign "exploita- 
tions" were distributed to un- 


,,— dergraduate students in dormi- 


|l tories at Harvard and Radcliffe 


Tuesday night. The leaflets first 
appeared Monday night, police 
said, when they were passed out 
in Harvard Square by youths 
authorities identified as mem- 
bers of the Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society.

"But soaring costs, the de- 


mise of the general practitioner, 
and the flight of doctors from 
small towns, rural areas and 
he inner city are increasingly 
putting this care out of reach of 
hose who often need it most" 
Mondale's bill calls for feder- 


al grants to be awarded to med- 
cal schools and teaching hospi- 
als which develop special train- 
ng programs to care for under- 
served populations. 


The bill, he said, is designed- 
'to pull America's medical" 
schools, their faculties and their" 
students out of academic isola- 
tion and into the arena of true 
community health needs." 


Mondale said at least 53 coun- 
ies in the nation do not have a 
hysician. Many metropolitan 
areas—especially the suburbs, 
lave more physicians than can 
be efficiently used, he stated. 


"It is becoming increasingly-, 
dear that additional physicians" 
rained in the traditional fashion 
or our existing patterns of med- . 
cal care cannot begin to 
achieve an equitable distribu- 
ion of health care for all Amer- 
cans."

An Appleton: Area Board of 


Catholic Education, which would 
involve all educational organiza- 
tions,. parishes -*nd ^schools in 
the city, has received the ap- 
proval of the Xavier Board-of 
Education. 


The Xavier board; "composed 


of all eight pastors in the city 
and lay delegates "of the par- 
ishes, went on, record Tuesday 
favoring the formation of the 
body, with only one "no", vote. 


Such an area Board, though 


not totally a new concept na- 
tionally is a radical idealiere 
and apparently the first of its 
type in the state. 


It would involve the eight 


parishes, Xavier and the Apple- 
ton Catholic Education Council, 
which currently is offering pro- 
grams for adults and young 
people not enrolled in Catholic 
day schools. 


The general- purpose of the 


board is to further the cause of 
Catholic education on all levels 
through the most efficient way 
possible. Although the financial 
angle is secondary, the program 
does consider economy for shar- 
ing of resources. 


The Xavier board was one of 


the final, bodies to .favor the 
formation of the area board. 
The concept had been presented 
to all the parishes as well as 
A€EC prior to this time. 


Seven .of the eight parishes 


already have voted, favorably on 
the issue and plan to send their 
representatives' to a special 
formation meeting at 8 p.m.. 
Monday at St'Bernari 


The sole parish which has not 


cast its vote'is Sacred Heart. 
"The Rev. Wilbert Staudenmaier, 
pastor, informed his colleagues 
on fhe Xavier board Monday 
that he was '"100 per cent 
opposed-to the tirea board but 
did,add; that the parish would 
vote on the issue. 


In • enumerating. his reasons 


,for opposing the board, Staud- 
enmaier compared -the cost of 
education of the public and 
Catholic systems. He cited a 
$500 figure per child in the public 
schools-and a $200 per pupil cost 
for Catholics, adding, "the main 
increase is in administration." 


Staudenmaier-apparently was 


referring to a proposal to have 
an executive secretary for the 
group. According to the articles, 
it is stated that a single 
executive officer would be ap- 
pointed by the board. It does 
not state whether he would be a 
paid employe. However one of 
the board members did indicate 
that the responsibility of such a 
person would probably Tie a full- 
.time job. 


Another reason, he said, was 


the fear that this type of a 
structure could end up under 
the control of either conserva- 


tive or a liberal wing and could 
split the people. 


"I also don't see how my 


board can help the area board 
and how the area board can 
help Sacred Heart. I don't want 
an area board telling me when 
to close my school or my 
classes;" He said, adding that at 
the present time his school is on 
a good foundation.

the anticipated needs of the 
parish schools. 


Central Purchasing 


Establishing-a system for pos- 


sible centralized purchasing for 
those who are interested. 


— Coordinating the curricu- 


lums of CCD programs with the 
religious p r o g r a m s in the 
schools and coordinating efforts 
to improve all levels of religious 
education. 


— Acting as a liaison body 


with appropriate public authori- 
ties. 


— Researching the possibili- 


ties of obtaining federal aid for 
various school programs. 


— Researching the possibili- 


ties of cooperating with the 
public school system. 


The outline also proposes an 


executive 
officer, 
appointed 


by the' board, who would be 
responsible for all of the above. 


One of the articles states that 


the agreement is to be presen- 
ted to the local boards and to 
the high school board for ratifi- 
cation.

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: In climb-

climbing those hills will be good 
for you, as exercise, under most 


i circumstances, does indeed ben- 
efit the heart muscle. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 


broken veins on my right leg. 
They started breaking when I 
was 16. I am now 23. I have 
bad habit of puncturing them 
with a needle and draining the 
blood out. 


It sounds very dangerous but 


I do it anyway. Thay's why I'm 
writing to you. What will hap- you leave them alone, 
pen if I keep doing it?—T.A. 


You're right. It's dangerous, 


and I am astonished that you 
haven't messed things up even 
worse, by causing more discol- 
oration 
from the punctured 


veins. 


Quite aside from that, and 


more important, the biggest 
risk is infection. You've been 
lucky to get away with it as 
long as you have. 


Assuming that the veins you 


describe are commonly known 
as "spider veins," they are 
usually too small to treat by 
injections, and there isn't any 
too effective way of treating 
them.

time an old building is torn 
down in this country, and a 
new building goes up, the 
ground floor becomes a bank.

Besides, when 
a bank loans someone money 
to build a new building, it 
usually takes an option for the 
street-floor facilities.

this and they accept it as Dart 
of the American free enter- 
prise system. But there is a 
small group of people in this 
country who are fighting for 
Bank Birth Control. 


This is how Huddlestone 


Huhbard, the BBC's chair- 
man, explained it: 


Money-Factory 


"Whenever you see an old 


building torn down," 
Hub- 


bard said, "you usually see 
a candy store, a dry cleaner, 
a delicatessen and possibly a 
florist torn down with it. These 
shops are all replaced in the 
new building with a beautiful 
glass, aluminum, wall-to-wall 
carpeted money-factory. 


"Now f r o m an esthetic 


viewpoint, a bank looks better 
than a dry cleaner, a candy 
store, a delicatessen and a 
florist. But from a practical 
point of view, it's a sheer 
disaster. If you want a news- 
paper, a candy bar or a 
chocolate milk shake, you • 
can't get it at a bank. Nor can 
you run out to a bank for a 


pound of Swiss cheese and a 
six-pack of beer when >ou 
have guests coming over. 


"A bank is great if you 


want to buy a car, but it's 
useless if you want to have 
your dress cleaned. 


Something Dies 


"And while a bank might 


buy flowers to give itself a

human image, it doesn't sell 
any when you want to make 
up with your wife." 


"What you're saying then, 


Mr. Hubbard, is that every 
time a bank goes up, some- 
thing in all of us dies." 


"Exactly. One of the rea- 


sons kids are getting in so 
much trouble these days is 
that there arp no candy stores 
to hang around any more 
When they tear down a delica- 
tessen, the tangy smells of 
potato salad, salamis, corned 
beef and dill pickles are lost 
forever. Unless you're trying 
to make a loan, no one ever 
salivates in a bank." 


"It's true," I said. 
"The situation is more cru- 


cial than anyone thinks," 
Hubbard said. "At the rate 
they're t e a r i n g down con- 
sumer stores and replacing 


them with banks, we estimate 
that hi 10 years it will be 
impossible to buy a loaf of 
bread in the country. What 
good is it to get 7 per cent on 
''.our mone\ if \ou starve to 
death?" 


Buy it at the Bank 


"Then what you're saying is 


that it isn't a question of not 
taking it with you. Ifs a 
question of staying alive while 
you have it," I said. 


"Something like that," Hub- 


bard agreed "We're trying to 
get the public to wake up to 
the fact that it's better to 
have a store that sells screw- 
drivers than a bank that gives 
away alarm clocks." 


"What's the solution?" 
"A government decree that 


a bank has to supply the same 
services of the stores it tore 
down on the same property. If 
it's a bakery, they have to sell 
cake; if it's a photography 
shop. iliCj have to develop 
film: and if it's a dry-goods 
store, they have to sell warm 
underwear. If they provide 
the services of the stores they 
tore down, then we'll let them 
do a little moneylending on 
the side."

What to Do About TV Commercials 


On Children's Programming 


-"la January 1968, Action for 
Children's Television, a Bos- 
ton, 
Mass., based volunteer 


Brganization, was formed to 
try to protect children fro-n 
some of the worst excesses of 
programming that is beamed 
at them. Last spring this 
organization petitioned 
the 


f e d e r a l 
Communications 


Commission to ban all adver- 


tising from children's shows 
and to require all networks 
and stations to allot a regular 
percentage of programming 
that is mindful of child values 
in entertainment and in edu- 
cation. 


The FCC, 
after 
several 


hearings, still has this pro- 
posal u n d e r consideration. 
Meanwhile some interesting 


statistics have surfaced that 
demonstrate just how mas- 
sively our children are prop- 
agandized to crave what they 
don't need and to urge their 
parents to buy them what 
they can't afford. These fig- 
ures are especially timely to 
keep in mind as "the season 
to be jolly" approaches and 
with it, the annual TV satura- 
tion of commercials on chil- 
dren's programming. 


The survey found that two 


thirds of all sampled chil- 
dren's programming in the 54 
markets that were tested, now 
consists of cartoons. These 
are most heavily concentrated 
on Saturdays and on Sundays 
when many parents tend to 


shoo the kids off to their TV 
sets. An average of 12 min- 
utes of each children's pro- 
gram hour is devoted to 
commercials 
comared to a 


mere eight to 10 minutes of 
commercials per 
hour of 


prime - time adult program- 
ming. In other words tots, 
who have the least amount of 
judgment in these matters, 
are promoted almost twice as 
much as adults who know 
when and how to resist such 
blandishments. About 25 per 
cent of the time children 
watch these programs is de- 
voted to viewing commercials. 
Do you wonder why the kids 
want and want and want?

November are 
those in which the' largest 
number of TV commercials 
are aimed directly at children 
in preparation for the celebra- 
tion of the birth of tne Prince 
of Peace.

Poland's Fashion Gap Invites Private Industry to Flourish

WARSAW, Poland (AP) - 


A Western diplomat walking 
along the street in this Com- 
munist capital stopped in his 
tracks and whistled low. 


In front of a drab women's 


clothing shop stood a pretty, 
fashionably dr e s s e d Polish 
girl looking with disdain at 
the window display. She was 
dressed in a modish midi- 
length suit, long b o o t s , 
matching bag and gloves. 


lake other Westerners, he 


was amazed at the gap be- 
tween what is displayed by 
jfress shops and what Polish 


women wear 


Many observers here reckon 


that most women's clothes in 
shops is at least 10 years 
behind the West. Despite this, 
many P o l i s h women are 
smartly dressed 


The only worry a Western 


girl has when she buys a 
dress is what to choose from 
hundreds of models, patterns 
and colors. A Polish girl has 
the problem of finding any- 
thing to wear at all. 


Except for a few small 


cooperative dressmakers, the 
production of clothes comes 
from state industry. The fac- 


tories are producing on a 
massive scale. On a parallel 
scale grows the amount of 
unsold wares. 


One source says state-owned 


wholesalers and shops have 
about a billion zlotys, or $40 
million, worth of unsaleable 
clothing on their shelves and 
in warehouses. A shop man- 
ager says: "The customers 
seek new, fashionable things, 
and we are saddled with old- 
fashioned crude clothing. They 
burden our accounts and af- 
fect our pay bonuses." 


Small state firms like Moda 


Polska or Ambassador keep 


up with the fashion lines, but 
their prices are exorbitant. 
The tag on a simple midisuit 
would be about 3,000 zlotys— 
more than the average Polish 
monthly salary. 


So how do Polish women 


manage to look so smartly 
turned out? One fashion-con- 
scious Polish girl, 19-year-old 
Jean Kowalska, said her midi 
outfit cost only 600 zlotys: 400 
for the fabric and 200 paid to 
the seamstress who did it 
from a pattern. 


Jean, a Warsaw student 


who lives with her parents, 
pays for her clothes with part- 


time mone} she earns teach- 
ing school children. 


"I often walk around cloth 


shops," she says. "If you do it 
periodically you can always 
catch some nice fabric. Then 
I go to my neighbor She is a 
seamstress, always glad to 
earn some extra money She 
does not charge me much 


"But mostly I frequent the 


rag market. You can find a 
nice, imported dress there, 
perhaps a little used, for even 
500 zlotys." 


That is about a week's 
salary 


Another source of elegance 


is the state-run Komis shops 
Originally created as second- 
hand stores, they have be- 
come an outlet through which 
people sell Western goods. 


These items, such as cloth- 


ing, electrical equipment and 
toys, come mostly in parcels 
sent by relatives in the West 
to help Polish families finan- 
cially 
The recipients hand 


them to the Komis shops 
which m turn sell them, 
charging a 15 per cent com- 
mission. Prices are high, but 
customers 
are 
assured of 


good quality. 


You might not 
find your 


exact shoe size or desired 
rolor of pullover—it's a mat- 
ter of luck searching through 
the assorted wares There are 
60 such shops in Warsaw and 
400 throughout the country 


Western fashion magazines 


are used widely in private 
dressmaking. 


"Thank God they are still 


importing them," a girl said 
"We get from the magazines 
examples and cutting pat- 
terns" 


A queue of women at a 


news stand signifies a new 
delivery of Vogue, Elle or 
Petra. These fashion maga- 
zines cost $2 to $3, but they 
are quickly sold out. 


As fabrics go, velvet is 


much m sMe in Poland—for 
everything from a cap to 
shoes It is also one of the 
cheapest fabrics, a yard costs 
$1 to $2 


A state-produced v e l v e t 


midi overcoat costs more than 
a week's salary.- A homemade 
one will come to half the price 
and will give the wearer .a 
feeling of individuality. 


One woman complained: 'If 


state factories at least made 
the same pattern in various 
colors and fabrics, we'd buy 
these clothes sooner. But who 
wants to look like tens of 
thousands of other women'".

Nationwide Progress Report Shows Midi a Flop

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


midcalf-skirt—the midi—is a 
flop so far this fall. Mrs. 
America just isn't buying it. 


At this point the second big 


fall buying month, September, 
has come and gone. Stores 
are stocked with up to 95 per 
cent of their fall merchandise. 
But some retailers are still 
waiting for the action—still as 
confused 
as their balking 


customers. 


"If it's going to be a good 


season, it will be a good late 
season," says one. 


An important Dallas retailer 


said, "The midi is failing to 
dominate the market.. We're 
not happy with the way sales 
have gone. On the balance,

touted as a sales getter. This 
gives it an odd market dis- 
tinction from other trends. 


Initial Reaction Compared 
"You hear that it took four 


years for short skirts to come 
in. But they had strong cus- 
tomer reaction in the begin- 
ning," he said, adding that 
even his high-priced clothes 
are selling just below the 
knee 


"The most spectacular fail- 


ure has been the midi coat. 
The trend has just not ma- 
terialized," he says. 


But while the midi seems to 


have flopped, there has been a 
trend toward longer hemlines, 
a sort of compromise between 
the mini and the midcalf. 


Women's resistance to the 


midcalf skirt hit some retail- 
ers this summer. Their test 
numbers of midis never sold 
well enough to warrant large 
reorders. Stores in Miami, 
Atlanta and Portland 
are 


stocked with only about 10 per 
cent midcalf lengths for fall. 
Some have sold as little as 2% 
per cent of these. 


"In my memory, I can't 


remember such a flop," says 
a Portland retailer. "As far 
as street wear goes, the midi 
is a complete failure." 


A large Miami store reports 


"little customer interest" in 
the longer lengths. Above-the- 
knee clothes are selling bet- 
ter. 


"We will continue to stock 


the midcalf length, but not 
heavily," a spokesman says. 


'Mysterious Run Noted' 
The J.C. Penney Co., a 


large mass market retailer, 
stayed away from the midcalf 
lengths for fall, except in 
token numbers. Even these 
haven't sold well. 


"We have very few serious 


midcalf skirts. And until we 
see action in them, we won't 
reorder," says a 'spokesman, 
reporting a mysterious run in 
junior petite sizes, designed 
for girls 5-feet-l and under— 
an indication that taller wom- 
en are looking for shorter 
skirts. 


At New York's Women's 


Haberdashers, a made-to-order 
boutique with prices starting 
at $155, a grim-looking hem- 
line thermometer registers 
79.4 per cent of sales for short 
skirts, two inches above the 
knee. The rest is split between 
at-the-knee and just below. 


Even at the couture level, 


customers in many cities are 
having their doubts. 


"At couture, we're selling 


well short of the midi," is a 
t y p i c a l comment—from a 
Texas store spokesman 


Some Designers Backup 
Some designers are retrac- 


ing their steps. Ceil Chapman 
showed midi lengths for fall, 
but she's moving up to two 
inches below the knee for her 
r e sortspring collection. At 
David Crystal, hemlines re- 
main at midknee for resort- 
spring—one half inch longer 
than for fall. 


"The midi is finished," says 


a spokesman. "We don't feel j 
the midi wfll be any part of 
i 


the market."

cently, a retailer commented, 
' Retail-wise, ihe midi is dead. 
It was dead before it hit the 
stores." 


However, if the midi has 


failed to tapture the market, 
the midi propaganda leveled 
at consumers has made an 
impact. It has helped send 
pants sales zooming. Pants- 
called "the great cop-out" by 
midi enthusiasts—are best- 
sellers across the country. At 
some stores, pants account 
for as much as 65 per cent of 
what was previously the dress 
business. 


The midi push has forced 
im wearers to thmK twice 


about exposing so much thigh. 
Longer skirts are selling. The 
volume length is around the 
knee, longer than the mini but 
shorter than the midi. In 
better dresses, skirts are sell- 
ing as long as two inches 
below the knee Younger cus- 
tomers in junior departments 
are buying ankle-length skirts 
and coats along with their 
pants and minis. 


A Memphis retailer reports 


knee lengths are "selling easi- 
ly," midis are "moving slow- 


lv" and minis are bringing 
little interest from customers. 


A 
Massachusets 
retailer 


says, "The main thing is— 
longer lengths are selling. 
Just because something isn't 
a success doesn't mean it's a 
failure. Minis? We can't give 
them away." 


Plain Old Ugly 


For all the promotion from 


the fashion industry since last 
spring, there's one big thing 
wrong with the midi: many 
American women—and men- 
think it's ugly. Men's com- 


ments range from caveman 
grunts of disapproval to live- 
ly, unprintable harangues. Al- 
so, some observers believe the 
women's liberation movement 
helped set the mood for this 
midi revolt and has encour- 
aged women to think twice 
about following any fashion 
dictates. 


Some women vented their 


wrath against the midi by 
joining antimidi organizations 
like FADD (Fight Against 
Dictating 
Designers) 
and 


POOFF (Preservation of our 
Femininity and Finances). 


Such groups revved up last 
spring to protest the longer 
skirts. They picketed. They 
sent out petitions. They spon- 
sored "hem-cutting" c e r e- 
monies and Ban - the - Midi 
marches. They've lasted the 
summer, and they're digging 
in this fall to continue the 
battle. From its Los Angeles 
headquarters. POOFF is still 
sending out memos encourag- 
ing women to stand firm and 
"not buy that first midi . . . 
until we are given freedom of 
choice." 


At New York's Bonwit Tell- 


er, a store strongly commit- 
ted to longer lengths, Presi- 
dent William Fine is all 
smiles 


"There are seven inches of 


choice for women—from just 
below the knee to the ankle. 
We have no control over it. 
Longer lengths are selling all 
over the country. It's not an 
issue. It's become a fun thing 
here," he says. 


Some fashion executives say 


Mrs. America has been slow 
to pick up the midi because 
there a r e designers who 
haven't learned to handle the 
midi look. 


"I don't think some of the 


clothes are made right for the 


midi. When they are, they'rt 
selling," is the word from 
Boston. 


"The midi isn't a fad except 


that some manufacturers and 
designers are tasteless, weak- 
willed and mentally-deficient 
enough not to design it right," 
says designer Donald Brooks. 
He and other couture design- 
ers like Oscar de la Renta 
plan to plunge ahead with 
midcalf skirts and longer for 
spring. 


"Longer clothes are here. 


That's a fact," said designer 
Helen Bass. "Mrs. Average 
America is going to take her 
clothes down inch by inch just 
as she took them up."
